IRVIN COBB JOINS 


SUFFRAGE CAUSE 


TELLS WHY 


Irvin Cobb. the well-known writ- 


er, has come back fror.i the war a 
suffragist. 
Hitherto, he 
had 
not 


even been passively interested. 


"Ihe biggest 
argument for suf- 


frage 1 saw was down in Southern 
France, where some men were tryin 
to clean out a hospital," he said in 
an interview recently reported in tht 
New York Tribute. "Whenever I see 
a man try to handle a broom I realize 
his limitations. 
But the women— 


well, the women were marvellous. 
They did all sorts of unpleasant, 
nauseating labor about the hospital, 
and were so skillful and deft about 
it. 
From the peasant women and 


prostitutes to well-born ladies, they 
all help. 


•'In the final analysis the burden 


of war falls on the women. 
They 


carry the cross, and it is only just 
that they have some voice in the 
government which declares a war in 
which they suffer. 


"In mediaeval times men believed 


that the only use a woman had was 
to bear children, so they shut their 
women up in fortresses while they 
went off to fight. 
But we have found 


that women are of use in the world 
aside from being mothers, and we 
have 
learned 
that 
the 
average 


woman is just as intelligent as the 
average man, possibly a little more 
intelligent." 


Mr. Cobb does not think that the 


Southern States will be the last to 
enfranchise women. 


"lien of the South have always 


held as part of their code the pro- 
tection of their women," he explain- 
ed. 
"I think this chivalric spirit, 


which was formerly manifested by 
wanting to keep the woman in ths 
home, will take the form of letting 
her have the vote."

Relation of French Labor Unions 


To Present War Has Been One That 
Is Entirely Creditable to All of Them 


(Associated Press Correspondence) 
Paris, Jan. 15.—The relation'of tl'e 


labor unions to the war has been al- 
together creditable to them, according 
to 3U. March, treasurer of the Federa- 
tion of Labor Unions of the Seine. He 
stud the government had always been 
nervous about labor unions in case of 
war, 
and as the anti-militarist cam- 


paign had reached alarming propor- 
tions it was thought a serious ques- 
tion what might be tlv? extent ot de- 
fections in case of an outbreak. 


That this had been a false alarm of 


tear was evident Ironi the fact 
that 


"three hundred 
thousand 
trades- 


unionists — not revolutionists — have 
raised their voice against the agres- 
sor." 


"The militant union leaders are now 


too much occupied in 
the trenches, 


•and at other points 
where 
there's 


patriotic work to do, to think of the 
fight between labor and capital," 
he 


said. 


"But," he added, "because we're do- 


ing our duty it will be a mistake to 
suppose that after it's over we shall 
disarm and abandon our fight for the 
eight-hoar day and the Saturday half 
holiday; the fighting, in my opinion, 
will then be hotter than ever. 


"But that is for later on, just now 


we are too busy distributing tickets 
for meals to unemployed, and we are 
short* of help, for most of the union 
leaders are at the front: many of them 
have proven by giving their lives to 
tbe cause that they 
were as 
v much 


patriots as those who Avere denying 
them the right to be so-called. 


"Chalopin, of the School Teachers' 


Union, has been killed. • as 
well as 


Renault of the Railroad Men's Union,

"It's not only the younger 
union

war reading as follows: 


"On the Yser front Belgian troops 


have made progress in the vicinity of 
Pervysc. 


"At daybreak yesterday the Ger-| 


mans, one battalion strong, delivered | 
an attack against our trenches to the' 
east of Ypres. This movement was 
arrested 
sharply. Three 
hundred 


dead, ircluding the commandant of 
the company at the head of the Ger- i 
man ad\ance. were left on the battle- j 
field. 
This attack was to have been • 


supported by certain companies from j 
the German second line but these, 
men. 
under the very exact fire of our ! 


artillery, found it impossible to come ] 
out from behind their shelters. 


'•Not far from La Bassee at Giv- 


enchy and Guinchy the enemy deliv- j 
ered five attacks against the British J 
line. After having made some slight J 
progress, the Germans were repulsed , 
and left on the field numerous dead ' 
and sixty prisoners, including two of- 
ficers. 
This attack was accompanied
